Vienna, March 8 N. S. Count Seckendorff has 
been again perfonally examined three Times this 
Week by the Commiffioners, who are now to make 
their Report to the Council of War, and that Coun- 
cil will make another to the Emperor, with their 
Advice upon that Affair, which will then be decided 
by his Imperial Majefty. Sentence has been pafs’d, 
and confirm’d by the Emperor, againft Major General 
Doxat, and the Officers who were with him at the 
Surrender of Niffa; importing, That the faid Major 
General Doxat de Morez fhall be beheaded, and all 
his Effeéts that can be found fhall be conffcated, 
Part of which Effeéts are to defray two thirds of the 
Charge of the Procefs before the Council of War, 
and the reft towards making good to the Imperial 
Treafury the Lots of Stores of Ammunition or of 
Provifions at the delivering.up of Nifla: That Col. 
Humbracht, who commanded the Imperial Regiment 


of Maximilian Heffe, having firtt taken an Oath de 
non offendendo, tha! be cafhier’d with Infamy; Thar 
Lieutenant Colonel Bina, and Major Butler, of the 
fame Regimert, fhall both be cafhier'd, but without 
Elemifh to their Honour: That M. Martir, who was 
Captain ef the Artillery at Niffa, fhall be confined in 
Priton three Months, his Feet and Hands iron'd: 
That the Captains, Lieutenants, and Enfigns of the 
Regiments which were at Nifla, fhall all be put in 
Irons, fome for one Month, others for two: Bur all 
the Battalions fhail be declared guiktle{s, and free 
from any Punifhment. A Major Ingenicr and a 
Captain Ingenier, are to be cathier’d, without Blemitfh 
to their Honour : The reft of the Officers Ingeniers 
are to be imprifon’d for a Time, and fined cach ac 
cording to his Rank, towards defraying the other 
Third of the Expence occafioned by the Procefs. Ge- 
neral Suckau fet out from hence for Belgrade on 
Monday laft, with the faid Sentence, and is to be 
prefent at the Execution of it; tho’ there are fill 
forme People who flatter themfelves that his Imperial 
Majefty has charged M. Suckau with an Aét of Grace 
for General Doxat, in Confideration of his former 
long and faithtul Services ; and there is a Report in 
the Town, that the Grand Durchefs of Tufcany has 
interceeded for him. There never was a Man more 
generally pitied chan Doxat is by every Body, and 
e(pecially by all the Generals and Officers, he having 
been in the Imperial Service above go Years, with 
the greateft Approbation and Reputation, except in 
the fatal Surrender of Niffa. 

Hamburgb, March 18. N §. They are pulling 
down feveralold Houfes at Altena, in order to raile 
a handfome Building for the King of Denmark's Ute. 
Ir is to be ficuated upon a Hill, from which there is a 
very fine Profpect upon the Elbe; and.the Town of 
Alrena furnifhes 20000 Dollars towards deftaying the 
Charges ; but as this Building cannot be finifhed in 
lefs than a Year, it is thought the King of Denmark 
will not come into this Neighbourhood this Summer, 
though it is his Majefty’s Cuftom to make once a 
Year a Voyage into Holftein, where he affembles and 
reviews his Troops.
